Oennany was neither the history 
ot a man, nor of a pàrty, but rather 
the history of a revolution far-reach 
.Ing In consequence, was the conclusion 
of A. D. Dunton, speaking on "Hitler' 
at the first meeting of the Historical 
Club, heW at the home of T. P. 
Howard. 3621 Cedar Ave., last night. 
Mr. Dunton, formerly of McOlll, spent 
two years travelling In Europe, and 

; ] ': has acquainted himself with Nazism in 
Germany, and in the rest of Europe. 

The movement originated, said Mr. 
Dunton, in 1919, when seven men cante 
■ together . in a Munich tavern. Among 
the'^seven, and by no means the most, 
conspicuous, was Adolf Hitler. For 
A while, the total membership, of the 
organization was seven, but it later 
. grew to an appreciable size. At a mass- 
meeting at about this time, Hitler laid 
.down the twenty-five points w^ilch 
form the present Nazi platform. The 
Btorm troopers were bom as a . result 
of à fight in the Hofbraeu where Nosls 
and Reds clashed, and ' Hitler's war 
comrades supported him. . 

Pomieal PhUow^y 
In 1923, said the speaker, Hitler de- 
clared himself head of Bavàrla, and 
organized a revolt, which failed. Hitler 
was sentenced to five years' Imprisph- 
ment, but was released in 1926. On bis 
release, he proceeded to reorganize the 
party. By 1930, the Nazi party num- 
bered 6.500,000 people. 

His political philosophy, said the 
speaker, consisted In demanding . a 
united Oermany, crying for a national 
rebirth, and telling Oemany that she 
had n6ver really lost the war. Tlie 
Nordic race Is the salt of the earth, 
and that the quality of a nation de- 
pends upon the percentage of Nordic 
blood in thé population. .

Nazi propaganda Is 
extremely well-organized, and the Nazi 
party itself, before its election, was a 
state within a state tha,t was perfectly 
prepared when the time came. Hitler's 
so-called atrocities, said the speaker, 
are hot government atrocities,, but 
rather caused by young Nazis getting 
out of' hahd. .The authorities are 
culpable insofar as no punishment has 
been meted out to the offenders. 
- Hitler's greatness lay, not in the fact 
that he caused thé revolution, but that 
he had the foresight to see that the 
revolution was coml|}g, and to step in 
Bt the proper time. At the same time, 
said the speaker, the Nazi partV was 
perhaps not the ^ best instrument to 
lead the revolution.

Opening Of Lachlan Gibb 
Series Stagéd Last

Laat^^raf^ï.'Oi^K^ and R. Q. 
Stewart werie successful In defeating 
the resolution upheld by O. R. Oam- 
ham and J. O. Peacock, "Resolved that 
Canada adçpt a National Recovery 
Act." The debate, hékt In the Cmvo- 
cation Hall of the Dioscesan College, 
was the first to be hidd in the compe- 
tition for the Lachlan Olbb Cup. The 
judges, the Reverend Russel F. Brown, 
Professor J. J. Culllton, and Mias Bar- 
bam THrlcb^^^aded tin ;debate to 
the (4>p«lti(m$^i^pJ^^^ 
judged' the' tieilt'^ii^er rot "thé-ç^ 
Ing. . ■ 
The first speaker for, the affirmative, 
O. Peacock, outlined many of the 
economic evils of ttie day, stating that 
combines were making some importa- 
tions impossible. The only way., .to. 
remedy these evils was to give a popU? 
lar government power to effect a code 
idmllar lio'ttw NJI.A. 

R. b; Stewart, speaking for the nega- 
tive; said that Roosevelt was building 
a new economic structure with the old 
system. His method was to cut profits, 
thus making the producer take the in- 
itial step. Re described General John- 
son as a ballyhoo artist, wlio promised 
to have six million unemployed work- 
ing In six months and only succeeded 
In employing, two million. "Thë N.RA. 
is . a .'hopeless, experiment, tiie speaker 
stated, 'and it is Canada's duty to 
watch and wait. 

Upholding the affirmative,' G. R. 
Garnham laid the cause of many of 
the Ills of the day to the decreased 
purchasing power of the iieople ond 
the unrelieved unemployment. Since 
the NJI.A. is the scientific method for 
treating a nation's ills, It is necessary 
in Canada. The speaker, .warned 
against inflation, Jbrlnglng. to mind Its 
disaitroiis'results elsewhere. : . • 
Negative Continues 

Contiouing for the negative, J. C. 
Khrby asked if the Nil.A. was really 
necessary, in Canada. He stated that 
thereiwas an Improvement noticed in 
economic ^conditions in ' this country 
and that, a recovery, act was not need-' 
ed. (.In addition he said that the N.R.A. 
had added to the cost of labour, but 
had not decreased unemployment. Also 
the N^À^te an .isolated policy, and 
there/ore''^^ for Canada,

Developed System Of Inocu- 
lation By Attenuated' 
Strain Of Virus 

fyHE humble birth of Pasteur, his 
unassuming genius, and the lasting 
benefits of his brlUlant researches 
were outlined for the Biological So^ 
clety yesterday afternoon when Grant 
tathe read a paper on "The Life of 
Pasteur." 

Pasteur's first achievement consisted 
in the separation of the crystals of 
tartaric and paratartaric acids. This 
problem had long been unsolved, even 
by the outstanding chemists of the day, 
and young Pasteur's succ'ess in'dembn- 
sirattag that there also existed a third 
form of tartaric acid brought him 
much fame. 

Studied Fennentation 

His next investigations were con- 
cerned with fermentation and Pasteur 
.attempted to show that this process as 
well as the souring" of milk was as- 
sociated with the growth of living 
organisms. This brought him up 
against the dispute concerning the 
spontaneous generation of life'; His 
experiinenis proved conclusively that 
fermentation UjlM^l^y livtag agents, 
and that lifè 'lwml^^Sûise spontan- 
eously. 

Pasteur was i able to apply his newly 
acquired views on llvhig niatter when 
asked by the Seiiate of,IYance to ta- 
vestigate the:di8eB8e ^iû -was Ulltag 
off the sllkwonns.; After miMh labor- 
ious work he nvs able.to urive^^ 
origta of the disêàsèi' ui<l pi 

ures by which it couldT» 'cStfil.^.. 

It was this work that prep«md|Mm 
for the study of diseases ta nra' àoîd 
animals and. tint led to the germ 
theory of diiieases. In this he was aid-:

He showed that the rods 
that appeared in the blood of sick anl- 
inals were the cause of the disease. 
Further worlc showed how these bac- 
teria could be attenuated, and their 
vlruletice decreased. In this Pasteur 
was aided by his work - on chicken 
cholera, for which he had already pre- 
i)ared a vaccine. .He .was able to pre- 
paid, a vaccine: for .antiirax, and .in 
recognition of lUs'serviçM.. was -offered 
the 'draind Cordon af tlie Legion of 
^onour. » 

His final great acliievemenb wa^ the 
discovery of a method of fighting 
hydrophobia. Assisted by Roux he 
found that the virus attacked the 
nervoijs system of animais, and'so^^ 
was able to evoIye: a metiiod of . at^^ 
uating it. He suspended fragments of 
the medulla ot a sick rabbit in aiterile 
phial, and so obtahied a weak strata. 
His treatment of humans with strains 
of Incireastag virulence, and so baiting 
the disease, brouglit him. world .wide 
fame. 

Aided by Bonx 

The results of Pasteur's work He not 
only In his own achleyemeiits, but also 
in those of his assistants and collabora- 
tors. Perhaps the most ou^tandlng of 
these ~ was Roiix, ' who taventcd the 
serotherapy of diphtheria.'. '' '■

Jean Charles Bonenfant, a taw 
aitalyzes quite thoroughly In a very interesting 
article entiled: "Dnfortnnale Graduates!", the crisis 
tliiroùsh which our modern College Oraduates ore 
passing, ."They Increase In number, whilst the de- 
mand for them Is steadily decreasing. -Where will 
they go, these ujifortunate graduates, and also 
those, who failed and are only semi-graduates? 
they are an element of danger In the nildst of a 
discontented nation. When young they were -urged 
td develop their Intellect, to strengtjien their vlU- 
poWer, in short to train for virile manhood, and 
success would meet them at the corner. What a de- 
ception today, and what does the morrow 
promise!" ... ' 

He does not say there arc too inauy graduates 
at present, but states they tljould not all turn to- 
ward the professions of Ijaw or Medicine especially. 
He suggests two main remedies: The B.A. should 
be obtained at the age of 17 (as in Prance, whose 
Universities provide one of the most complete and 
soundest courses). This would give the Graduate 
a chance to think in choosing his career before 
he is too old, and also to earn his future profes- 
sional course. Even if he remains in the business 
temporarily adopted,, he is likely to succeed there, 
possibly better, than in the profession dreamed of. 
,The Graduates should be ,{|iven^«t gropçr a1^ me- 
thodical prbfessidnki' orientation, î:ThW.^vritï^ says 
that "a farmci-'s'scfh shouldn't because he happens to 
be a College ' Graduate, abandon the old ' farm"^. ..

npHE summer lull in Ijuslriess- aouv- 
Ity In Canada did not take place 
until late In August. Altiiough the 
decline In the price of grains, and 
grain products reduced the commodity 
price Index from 70.5 to' 69.4, it, is stUl 
well above the low point, 63.6, record- 
ed In February. Adverse crop condi- 
tions throughout the country and the 
corresponding reduction in anticipat- 
ed agricultural buying power have 
constituted a check upon the general 
upward trend of, business activity. 
Both manufacturing and, tnhilng, 
operations, however, have been well 
mahitained and improvement has 
been evident in the lumbering and 
l^flshlng industries. 

Steel production in July was the 
largest reported in any month during 
the past two years. Employment at 
the Cape Breton plants has continued 
to improve and the number employ- 
ed during August was approximately 
double the numiier for August, 1932. 
No new large orders have been report- 
ed. The rail order for South Africa 
has been completed, but work on the 
50,000 ton rail order for the Cana- 
^iM. National Rall^vays is now under 
The Ontario steel plants also 
have- been busy throughout the 
summer. . 

Conditions Varied 
In other manufacturing plants 
varied conditions are reported, but it 
is clear that manufacturing activity is 
on a much better basis thap at this 
time last year. Automobile- producers 
curtailed production as the season .ad- 
vanced and the dèmand for new 
models fell off. The agricultural im- 
plement industry bias been quiet. Tex- 
tile factories, and spinning and knit- 
ting mills are well employed. In July, 
the production of the boot and shoe 
industry was the largest for any 
month since these records were first 
gathered in January, 1026. Flour mills 
report increased operatiôns, both for 
expprt and for domestic demand. Aug- 
ust flour exports amounted to 480,000 
barrels as compared with 330,0()0 in 
the Mn^e month of last year.
